Service Morale Is 
A Costly Business 


A House Armed Services Subcommit- 
tee currently is conducting hearings on 
the new military pay bill which grew out 
of the Cordiner report of a year ago. It 
is a. rather complicated measure which 
would establish some new basic pay scales 
more in line with today’s professional re- 
quirements in the armed forces. 

In submitting these recommendations, 
the committee predicted their adoption 
could save the armed forces in time 
up to five billion dollars annually. This 
was based on the premise that better pay 
and recognition of job performance would 
prevent service erosion which now is cost- 
ing billions in training skilled replace- 
ment specialists and seriously impairing 
service efficiency. 

It was disclosed this week, for in- 
stance, that 900 Strategic Air Command 
crews recently were unprepared for com- 
bat because at least one of the officers 
of each crew had left the Air Force. One 
in every five Air Force combat, trans- 
port and tanker aircraft was not “mis- 
gion-ready” because of the lack of trained 
pilots and mechanics. Some new aircrafts 
go directly into storage because of the 
shortage of trained men. 

The net result is an extremely costly 
and dangerous situation which approach- 
es a national scandal. Why cannot the 
services retain their trained specialists 
and skilled personnel so necessary in 
modern war? 

All the reasons cannot be detailed 
here. Higher pay and security offered by 
industry badly in need of specialists is a 
major reason. Another is the continued 
chipping away by Congress of the tradi- 
tional military privileges like low-cost in- 
surance, post exchange privileges, dental 
care for dependents and commissary 
shopping. These privileges compensated 
somewhat for the pay differentials. 

The services themselves must share 
their part of the blame, No pay plan will 
compensate for failure in personnel man- 
agement and the lack of faith by service- 
men themselves in adjusting their futures 
to the vague promises and the frequent 
changes of pace in policies. 

Typical was the cynical release re- 
cently of thousands of reserve officers 
with years of service in Pentagon-im- 
posed manpower cuts, many of them 
nearing retirement. This certainly did 
nothing for morale. 

More realistic pay scales in line with 
responsibilities is certainly an important 
part of the problem. Education and great- 
er understanding on the part of the gen- 
eral public about the necessity of build- 
ing and maintaining a career military 
service are others, It also involves ef- 
forts by the armed forces to maintain 
quality and to reward the doers. 

By all means, it is time to elevate the 
armed forces to a level commensurate 
with the job it must do in the age of space 
and missiles.

fense Neil McElroy is displaying a growing reluctance to make the 
radical changes that have been urged on him. He has begun to ask 
with a show of resentment why, since he is so new in the department, 
he should be expected to carry through a revision that has long been 


postponed. 

This attitude came to light dur- 
ing the recent Puerto Rico Con- 
ference on Defense Reorganiza- 
tion and it disturbed those who 
had expected McElroy to be the 
new broom and end the inter- 
service bickering, the duplication 
and waste. 

Six months ago McElroy took 
his job with a seeming vigor and 
decisiveness, encouraging the be- 
lief that there at least was some- 
one who could bring order out of 
growing confusion. These same 
associates are saying today that 
the secretary has at best two 
more months in which he will still 
have the freedom to take deci- 
sions long deferred. After that 
he will be so committed, so be- 
set by the forces that have suc- 
cessfully resisted change that. his 
reorganization plan is bound. to 
be a watered-down compromise. 

What is happening to McElroy 
is symptomatic of what is occur- 
ring within a tired administration. 

This is ascribed in part to the 
President’s reluctance to face up 
to the plight in which he finds 
himself. He simply does not want 
to be told the unpleasant facts 
of life. 


With respect to the reorganiza- 
tion of the Defense Department 
and the command system, anoth- 
er factor enters in. The Presi- 
dent has from the beginning been 
fearful of the accusation that, as 
a military man, he was imposing 
his own militaristic ideas on the 
country. 


But if he does not achieve at 
least part of the goal of remak- 
ing the Defense Department, he 
will have conspicuously failed in 
what he said in 1952 was a major 
objective. 

It is not, of course, easy to re- 
sist the forces that want to keep 
things as they are. The Navy, 
with the powerhouse that it op- 
erates on Capitol Hill, is foremost 
among these forces. 


Navy strategists are credited 
with inspiring the latest maneu- 
ver intended to block any admin- 
istration plan of reorganization 
going beyond a mere tidying up 
of the present setup. This is the 
bill introduced by Chairman Carl 
Vinson of the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee and Republican 
whip Leslie Arends, the ranking 
minority member of that commit- 
tee. Avowedly in the interests of 
greater efficiency, it would prune 
away 29 of the undersecretaries 
and assistant secretaries and 1,800 
of the secretary of defense’s staff

New 
York law says payments are 
not required for domestics un- 
less they work 48 hours a week 
in cities with a population of
